It was generally. believed that a big 
export business was done and not ful- 
ly made public. Foreign demand, 
however, was virtually ignored for the 
time being, and so also was wet wea- 
ther southwest, and a radical decrease 
in the demestic visible supply. 

Continued poor crop advices from 
Ohio, Indiana and central and south- 
ern Illinois were of less effect than 
heretofore regarding oats. .

This tended to depress values for the 
better stock, The gathering of buy- 
ers was fairly large and as the weather 
was cool and favorable for keeping 
stock there waa a good demand at the 
above reduction and fairly active 
trade was done.
